A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Paul 
Lambalot on Monday, August 27 at 7:00 pm. Also present 
for the meeting were Selectman Ray Andrews, Selectman 
Barry Denham and Executive Secretary Carol Adams. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
August 13, 2001 meeting, the board met with several 
residents who are abutters to the property that will 
eventually include the proposed Mattapoisett Bike Path. 

Selectman Andrews began the discussion by 
noting several issues and concerns that abutters have 
brought to their attention at a recent gathering. First and 
foremost, Selectman Andrews acknowledged that the 
lines of communication between residents, especially 
abutters, and the Bike Path Committee indeed needs to

improve. He apologized for any confusion, and pledged 
to open the lines of communication with the suggestion of 
a memo that is issued to abutters apprising them of 
regular bike path updates. 

Selectman Andrews also acknowledged the issue 
that the abutters have with proposal of temporary 
parking along the right of way. The Board of Selectman 
unanimously decided not to support the temporary 
parking.

parking there; 

• Drainage: Residents are concerned that with the 
construction of the elevated bike path in that drainage 
could become a problem; 

• Wetland issues: Per state law, any wetland 
issues must be discussed with the Conservation 
Commission (ConCom) prior to construction; 

• Policing of the Bike Path: Bike Patrol officers 
would be available, as well as the suggested installation 
of street lights; and 

• Privacy fencing for the homes within close 
proximity to the bike path. 

Selectman Andrews reminded residents that on 
Wednesday, August 29 at 7:00 pm there will be a Public 
Hearing regarding the Multi-Use Trail Design at Old 
Hammondtown School. He also added that the path is 
still in the "design phase" and that the design is only 25 
percent complete. This Public Hearing will be the first of 
two required meetings. This is the "time for the public to 
render their comments to MassHighway for all of the 
phases" of the bike path, Selectman Andrews said. 

Acknowledging and appreciating the board's 
refusal to support the temporary parking issue, abutter 
Ron Maclnnis expressed his concern regarding the 
negotiations with the YMCA. Mr. Maclnnis would like to 
see issues with the YMCA concerning costs resolved 
before any construction on the bike path progresses. 
Phase I would begin next summer, while Phase III — 
which includes the YMCA property — isn't scheduled for

construction until 2004. 

His concern is that the project would forge ahead 
with Phase I and II without coming to an agreement with 
the YMCA on Phase III. Then the town could be left with 
an unfinished path, should an agreement not me made, 
leaving a "white elephant." Mr. Maclnnis believes the 
"YMCA has too much say in this" and that they are 
"holding all of the cards." 

"We have rights, too," he said. "I don't think it's 
fair to push back to us." 

Selectman Andrews stressed that the negotiations 
were quite delicate and that both sides — the YMCA and 
the town — are trying to reach mutually acceptable 
numbers in terms of costs for the YMCA land and the 
impact (the route) of the path. Currently, they are at an 
impasse. He hopes that there will be an agreement 
between the two parties within 30 to 90 days. 
Construction is slated to begin next summer. However, if 
the town misses a deadline to begin construction by June 
30, 2002, they will lose a $250,000 grant. 

Selectman Denham disagreed that the YMCA is 
"holding all of the cards," insisting that negotiations are 
ongoing and stressing that the YMCA does own the land. 
He does not want to see a situation where an eminent 
domain issue developed which would be considered a 
hostile land-taking. If that ever developed, "the bike path 
probably won't happen," he said. 

The board agreed that if negotiations with the 
YMCA were not acceptable and completed by June 2002, 
they would not go ahead with Phase I of the path, even if

discussed at last week's meeting, the board unanimously 
voted to approve the amended "Use of Town-Owned Real 
Property" by adding a requirement for a $1 million 
insurance bond be carried for one-time events to ensure 
that the town is covered for potential liability. 

The board then unanimously voted to appoint 
Steve McGraw as the town's Plumbing Inspector as per a 
recommendation from Building Inspector Robert Francis. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon suggested a Special Town Meeting be scheduled 
for Monday, October 29 with the cutoff for all articles as 
October 1 at 12:00 noon. The board unanimously 
approved this request. 

Mr. Huntoon noted that several planning articles 
will likely be on the warrant, along with funding to 
upgrade the Town Hall telephone system, estimated to 
cost about $13,000. "We're going to request a transfer from 
the $50,000 allocated (to design) Town Hall renovations," 
Mr. Huntoon said. "We still have a substantial amount in 
that account." 

Chairman Cutler suggested that additional Town 
Hall repairs be lumped in with that article. "Maybe we 
can wrap (the available design money) into a nice little 
package including the telephone system and some much- 
needed painting for the (front of) Town Hall," he said. 
"We should be looking at this as a whole project, not just 
piecemeal." 

With the pending move of the Council on Aging 
offices from Town Hall, Selectman Ryan also suggested 
they begin looking at re-assigning available space in Town 
Hall. "I think you should work with (Building Inspector) 
Bob Francis to (plan out) space in Town Hall," Selectman 
Ryan said. "No matter how you look at it, there's a lot of 
stuff going on (in here)."

VETERINARY HEALTH INSURANCE 

My 11 year old Golder Retriever was diagnosed with cancer last 
year. I took him to the Veterinary Hospital at Tufts where I learned 
that chemotherapy could potentially extend his life for almost 9 
months. When I was told that the cost would approach $3,000, 1 
had to choose less expensive and less effective treatments. Is there 
health insurance for pets? 

Yes. There are currently three companies offering health in- 
surance for dogs and cats. The cost is between $200-$300 per 
pet per year. The company that I recommend is Veterinary 
Pet Insurance (VPI) 1 800 USA-PETS) as they have been 
around the longest. The most expensive policies will cover 
annual healthy pet visits. The amount of coverage per ill- 
ness varies with the policy however, 50-90% of your ex- 
penses would have been covered. There is a $40. co-pay- 
ment per illness. After paying the bill, you submit it to the 
insurance company for reimbursement. Accidents and se- 
vere illness happen to almost every pet at some point in 
their life. Having the peace of mind knowing that you will 
be able to afford the most recent advances in veterinary 
medical technology is very comforting.

Ghosts of Mars. Starring Natasha Henstridge and Ice 
Cube. Directed by John Carpenter. Running time: 98 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Theaters in New Bedford. 

Cheese can be flavorful or rancid — the kind of cheese one 
sees on movie screens, as well as the edible kind — and John 
Carpenter, in his previous few films, had specialized in tasty 
cheese: unapologetic slices of genre entertainment for those who 
like it with edge and style. Vampires, despite its title, was really a 
grungy, bad-attitude Western, and even Carpenter's much- 
maligned sequel/ remake Escape from L.A. could be taken as a 
satire of itself. At his best, Carpenter works with a triple sense of 
intelligence, purpose, and fun. 

Ghosts of Mars is not Carpenter at his best. It may very well be 
Carpenter at rock bottom. It lacks the three elements noted above: 
intelligence here is as sparse as breathable air on Mars, the movie 
feels pointless, and it's almost completely humorless (except for 
the derisive chuckles earned by some of the dialogue — Carpenter 
had better jettison his script collaborator Larry Sulkis pronto). 
Ironically, Ghosts of Mars arrived the same weekend as Kevin 
Smith's Jay & Silent Bob Strike Back; in both, well-loved cult 
directors pay tribute to themselves. But whereas Smith does it 
jokingly and self-deprecatingly, Carpenter does it half-heartedly, 
as if he had no energy left to do anything except lazily cannibalizing 
himself. 

We're on Mars, circa 2176; the red planet has been 
"terraformed" (made safe for human habitation) by Earth's 
"matriarchal" society. (Does the whole matriarchy angle have 
any bearing whatsoever on what goes on in the movie? Nope, 
except to explain why many of the cops we see are female. The 
idea of a matriarchy is intriguing and completely ignored.) A 
bunch of cops, led by Natasha Henstridge (Species), are assigned 
to transport a dangerous criminal known as Desolation Williams 
(Ice Cube). Ah, Carpenter and his bad-ass street names for anti- 
heroes: Napoleon Wilson [Assault on Precinct 13), Snake Plissken 
(the Escape films), and now Desolation, who turns out to be one of 
the few humans left alive in Chryse, the Martian town where he'd 
been stowed in jail. 




Seems most of the humans have been possessed by Martian 
entities, who turn them evil, compel them to ravage their flesh, 
and force them to look like the extras in a bad Ozzy Ozbourne 
video. Natasha and her cops (including Clea DuVal, Pam Grier, 
and Jason Statham from Snatch) and Desolation and his fellow 
inmates join forces against the nasty Martian drones, who enjoy 
decapitating people and dangling the corpses upside down when 
they're not sticking needles into their own flesh. Say this for the 
Martians — they know how to party. 

This is recognizably a Carpenter film in theme (and plot) 
only. It feels like a shallow, made-for-cable wannabe-Carpenter 
ripoff. Anyone could have directed most of it; there's a "sting" 
here and there as figures pop into the frame suddenly, but 
Carpenter's detachment even extends to his musical score, which 
leans heavily on Anthrax crap-metal guitar riffs that dependably 
go luhannggg . . . whonnggg every time the Martians or their stupid- 
looking leader (what is it lately with Carpenter and head villains 
who look like the lead singers of hair-metal bands?) show up. 

The plot is entirely about how this ragtag group fights the 
siege, but Carpenter did it cheaper and better 25 years ago in 
Assault on Precinct 13. This time he also adopts a pointless flashback 
structure — sometimes flashbacks within flashbacks — and falls 
into the same self -spoiling trap that Book of Shadows: Blair Witch 2 
did: if you're watching a story being told in flashback by a 
character in the present, youknow that character survives! Andhere, 
you also figure everyone else dies except Ice Cube, who is first- 
billed on the posters. Carpenter, as always, gets the very top 
billing; the movie, on the screen as well as in the ads, is fully titled 
John Carpenter's Ghosts of Mars. A more apt title might've been 
Alan Smithee's Ghosts of Mars.

• Robert B. Parker's Walking Shadow. Starring Joe

Never content to simply bang out another entry in one of his 
three ongoing series of mystery novels, writer and Mattapoisett 
native Robert B. Parker has lately taken to helming a fine series 
of TV movies based on his acclaimed Spenser books. Dissatisfied 
with the short-lived series based on the same, wise-cracking 
hard-boiled P.I. starring Robert Urich — which I enjoyed, despite 
the lack of the author's direct involvement — and a few more 
recent made-for-TV movies also starring Urich, Parker has taken 
over the reins for this new A&E Network incarnation of Spenser 
as both co-writer (with his wife Joan) and producer. What's also 
different this time is he has hand-picked solid character actor Joe 
Mantegna to play the modern-day Philip Marlowe. 

The latest entry is Walking Shadow, based upon one of the 
stronger recent Spenser mysteries which employs a sort-of 
Chinatown-light plot about a theater troupe in the fictional Port 
City where Spenser's paramour Susan Silverman (again 
effortlessly played by Oscar-winner Marcia Gay Harden) serves 
on the board of directors. As a favor to Susan, Spenser agrees to 
first look into a simple stalking case which gets him entangled in 
a mix of illegal immigrants, a corrupt cop (gleefully portrayed by 
the always-interesting Eric Roberts), a gang of young Chinese 
thugs, and an even more dangerous Chinese Triad which controls 
everything in Port City's "Chinatown" district. 

Unlike A&E's previous Small Vices and Thin Air, Walking 
Shadow is purposefully directed by Po-Chih Leong, who injects 
it with a much more energetic style and well-used fantasy 
sequences which give you a clear peek into Spenser's frame of 
mind — the same way that Parker gives us his hero's omniscient 
voiceovers throughout the novels. I liked how on more than one 
occasion, Spenser would imagine a pending threat play out in an 
obviously exaggerated scenario ... which also fit well with the 
theatrical theme of this particular case. 





Newcomer Ernie Hudson (Ghostbusters) fills the difficult role 
of Spenser's salty sidekick Hawk quite nicely and is very much 
the equal to Avery Brooks, who essentially stole the former TV 
series out from under Urich (earning him his own short-lived 
"Hawk" series). Watching Hudson in Walking Shadow, I was 
disappointed they didn't nab him previously (Small Vices' Shiek 
Mahmud-Bey paled in comparison). 

Marcia Gay Harden (Pollock), fresh off her Academy Award 
win, proves once again why her recent accolades were well- 
deserved. Taking on the role of Susan Silverman for the third time 
alongside Mantegna, Harden brings a smart, seductive quality to 
Spenser's psychiatrist /lover and plays her as both strong but 
vulnerable in Walking Shadow. 

As for Mantegna, he has gradually grafted his own subtle 
style onto Parker's great detective over the course of three movies, 
although his physical appearance doesn' t quite j ibe with Spenser's 
oft-described hulking stature and agility. But unlike Robert Urich 
— who certainly boasted the right look and athleticism — 
Mantegna's deadpan delivery and sharp wit are better-suited to 
Spenser's witty quips and stinging sarcasm. 

Other standout supporting roles here include the endearing 
Tamlyn Tomita (The Joy Luck Club) as the sexy wife of a Chinese 
strongarm, Christina Moore as a ditzy actress with a clinging 
crush on Spenser, and a charming actress credited as simply " Au" 
as Mei Ling, a Chinese college student Spenser hires to assist in 
dealing with the ins and outs of the Chinatown culture. She has 
a great rapport with the hard-as-nails Spenser, politely calling 
him "sir" and offering a unique woman's perspective to the 
sometimes chauvinistic P.L, and ends up catching the eye of a 
usually-disinterested Hawk. Robert B. Parker himself also has a 
quaint cameo here as a janitor mopping the floor in the theater as 
Spenser investigates. 

Walking Shadow is far and away the best of the three made- 
for-A&E Spenser movies, and I anxiously await another 
installment — hopefully with the same returning cast of regulars. 
Mantegna and Harden have left their indelible mark on the 
characters of Spenser and Susan Silverman and the towering, 
bald-headed Ernie Hudson is a revelation as Hawk, swiftly 
supplanting Avery Brooks' unforgettable portrayal.
